Lam perſwaded there remain's in far the 
Major part of both Houſes, (if free and full) 
ſo-much Learning, Reaſon, Religion,and juſt 
Moderation, as to know how to ſever be- 
rweenthe uſe and the abuſe of things ; the in- 
ſticution, and the corruption; the Govern- 
mentand the Miſ-government;the Primitive 
Pattern's and the aberrations or blottings of 
after-Copies. | = 
| Sure they could not all, upon ſo little or 
no Reaſon (as yet prodnced to the contrarie) 
ſo ſoon renounce all regard to the Laws 
in force,to Antiquitie, to the Pietie of their 
reforming Progenitors, to the Proſperitie 
of former times in this Church and State, 
under the preſent» Government of the 
Church. 4 

Yet, by a ſtrange fatalitie, theſe men ſuffer, 
cither by their abſence, or filence, or negli-

Such Armies of Propoſitions having ſo 
little,in My judgment,of Reafon, Juſtice,and 
Religion on their fide, as they had Tumult 
and Faction for their riſe, muſt ot goalone, 
but ever bee back't and ſeconded, with Ar- 
mies of Souldiers : Though 'the ſecond 
ſhould prevail againſt My Perſon z yerthe 
firſt ſhall never overcom Mee, further then I 
ſee cauſ: for I look not at their Number and 
Power ſo much, as I weigh rheir Reafon and 
Juſtice. |

And I finde,as they havefar leſs ofScriptute= 
grounds, and of Reaſon; ſo of examples, and 
practice ofthe Church, or teſtimonies of Hi- 
ſtories they are wholly deſtitute; wherein the 
whole ſtream run's ſo for Epiſcopacie, that 
there is nor the leaſt rivulet for ame others. 

As for thoſe obtruded examples of ſom 
late reformed Churches, ( for mante retein 
Biſhops ſtill ) whom neceſſitie of times and 
affairs rather excuſeth,then commendeth for 
their inconformitie to all Antiquitie I could 
never ſee anie reaſon why Churches orderly 
reformed and governed by Biſhops ſhould 
bee forced ro conform to thoſe few, rather 
then ro the Catholick example of all Antient 
Churches, which needed no Reformation : 
And thoſe Churches at this-daie, who, Go- 

 verned by Biſhops in the Chriſtian world, 
are manie more then Presþyterians or Inde- 
pendents can pretend to bee; All whom the 

Churches in My three Kingdoms lately go- 

verned by Biſhops, would equalize,(I think} 

{ not exceed. LAS 
Nor is it anie point of wiſdoin of charitie, 

where Chriſtians differ, (as manie do-in ſom 

points) there to widen the differences, and at 

once to give all rhe CO CO. 2 

1and- 
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| handfull of ſom Proteſtants ) ſo preat a 
ſcandall in point of Church-government, 
whom, though you. may convince them of 
their Errors in ſom points of Doctrine, yet 
you ſhall never perſwade, that, ro complete 
their Reformation, they muſt neceſſarily de- 
ſert, and wholly caſt off that Government, 
which they, and all before them have ever 
owned as Catholick, Primitive, and Apoſto- 
lical : - So far, that never Schiſmaticks, nor 
Hereticks,(except thoſe Aerians)have ftraied 
from the Unitie, and Conformitie of the 
Church in that point; ever having Biſhops 
above Presbyters. 

- ' Beſides, the late general approbation and 
 ſubmiſſiontothisGovernment of Biſhops,b 
the Clergie, as well as the Laitie of thel 
Kingdoms, is a great confirmation of My 
Judgment; and their inconſtancie is a great 
prejudice againſt their Noveltie; I cannot in 
charitie ſo far doubt oftheir learning or inte 
pritie.as if they underſtood not what hereto- 
Pre they did, or that they did conform con- 


trarieto their Conſciences; So that their faci- | 


litie and levitie is neyer to bee excuſed, who, 
before ever the point of Church-government 
had anic free and impartial debate, contrarie 
to their former Oaths and practice, againſt

For thoſe ſecular addiraments and orna- | 
ments of Autoritie, Civil Honor, and Eſtate, | 
which My Predeceſſors, and Chriſtian Prin- } 


ces inall Countries have annexed to Biſhops 


and Church-men; Tlook uponthem, but as 


juſt rewards of their learning and pictie,who 
are fit to bee in anie degree of Church- 
Government s alſo enablements to works of 
Charitic & Hoſpitalitic;meet ſtrengrhenings 
of their Autoritic in point of reſpect and ob- 
ſervance ; which in peaceful times is hardly 
paicd to anie Governors by the meaſure of 
their virtues, ſo much.as by that of their E- 


ſtates: Povertie and meanneſs expoling them | 


and their Autoritie to the contempt of licen- 
tious mindes and manners,which perſecuting 
Times much reſtrained. 

I would have ſuch men Biſhops.as are moſt 
worthie of thoſe incouragements, and beſt a- 
bleto uſe them:ifat anie time My judgment 
of men failed, My good intention made My

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error venial : and ſom Biſhops, I am ſure, I 
had, whoſe learning, gravitic, and pietic, n0 
men of anie worth or forehead can denie:but, 
ofall men, I would have Church-men, eſpe- 
cially the Governors, to bee redeemed from 
that vulgar negle& ; which(befides an innate 
principle of vitious oppoſition, whichis in all 


 menagainſt thoſe that ſeem to reproov,orre- 


ſtrain them) will neceſſarily follow both the

This for My judgment touching Epiſcopa- 
cie: wherein (God know's) I do not gratifie 
anie deſign or paſſion with the leaſt perver- 
ting of Truth. 

Andnow T appeal to Godabove,and all the 
Chriſtian world, whether it bee juſt for Sub- 
jects,or pious for Chriſtians, by violence and 
infinite indignities, with ſervile reſtraints to 
ſeek to force Meetheir K 1x 6 and Sove- 
reign, as ſom men have endeyourecd to do, a- 


| gainſt all theſe grounds of My judgment, to 


conſent to their weak and divided Novelties. 
The greateſt Pretender of them defire's not 
more then I de, That the Church ſhould bee 
governed, as Chriſt hath appointed, in true 
Reaſon, and in Scripture, in which I could 
never ſeeanie probable ſhew for anie other 
wales: who either content themſelvs with

Churches they planted, and that Govern- 
ment beeing neceſſaric for the Churche's wel-

could not end with their perſons, fince the

hands hee gratiouſly accept's even a cup of 
cold water, asa libation offered to himſelf. 
Furthermore, as to My particularengage- 
ment above other men,by an Oath agreeable 
to My judgment, I am ſolemnly obliged to 
preſery that Government, and the Rights of 
the Church. ED 
WerelI convinced of the nnlawfulneſs of 
the FunQion, as Antichriſtian, (which ſom 
men boldly. but weakly calumniate)I could 


ſoon, with Judgment,break that Oath,which 


erroneouſly was taken by Mee. 

But beeing daily, by the beſt diſquiſition 
of truth, more confirmed in the Reaſon and 
Religion of that ro which I am Sworn ; how 
can anie man that /wiſheth not My damnati- 
on,perſwade Mee at once to ſo notorious and 


_ combined fins, of Sacriledg and Perjurie 2 


beſides the manie perſonal Injuſtices I muſt 
do to manie worthie men, who are as legally 
inveſted in their Eſtates, as anie, who ſeek 


_ to deprive them; and they have by no Law 


been convicted of thoſe crimes, which might 


| forfeit their Eſtates and Livelie-hoods. 


I have oft wondred how men pretending 
to tenderneſs of Conſcience, and Reformati- 
on,can atonce tell Mce,that My Coronation- 
Oath bind's Mee to Conſent to whatſoever 
they ſhall propound to Mee,(which they urge

with ſuch violence) though contrarie to all 
that Rational and Religious freedom which 
everie man ought to preſery ; and of which 
they ſeem fo tender in their own Votes ; yet, 
at the ſame time, theſe men will needs per- 
Twade Mee, That I muſt,and qughtto diſpenſ 
with , and roundly break that part of My 
Oath, which binde's Mce (agreeable to the 
beſt light of Reaſon and Religion I have) to 


maintain the Government and legal Rights. 


of the Church. *Tis ſtrange, My Oath ſhould 
bee yalid in that part,which both My ſelf and 
all men 1ntheir own caſe, eſteem injurious 
and unreaſonable, as beeing againſt the veric 
natural and eſſential libertie of our ſouls , yet 
it ſhould bee invalid.and to bee broken in an- 
other clauf, wherein I rhink My ſelf juſtly ob- 
liged, both to God, and Man. 

Yet upon this Rack chiefly have I been 
held ſo long, by ſom men's ambitious Cove- 
touſneſs and Sacrilegious Crueltic, torturing 
(with Mee) both Church and Stare, in Civil 
diſſenfions ; till I ſhall bee forced to conſent, 
and declare that IT do approov, what (God 
know's)T utterly diſlike, and in My Soul ab- 
horr ; as manie waies highly againſt Reaſon, 
Juſtice,and Religion: and whereto if I ſhould 
ſhamefully and diſhonorably give My con- 
lent, yer ſhould I not, by ſo doing, ſatisfic the 
divided Intereſts and Opinions of thoſe 

Parties, 
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Parties, which contend with each other, 
as well as both againſt Mee, and Epiſco- 


pacie. 


Nor can My late condeſcending to the 
Scots, in point of Church-governtment, bee 
rightly objetted againſt Mee, as an induce- 
ment for Mee to conſent to the like in My 0- 
ther Kingdoms; For it ſhould bee conſidered 
that Epiſcopacie was not ſo rooted and ſet- 
tled there, as 'tis here ; norl (in that reſpeR) 
ſo ſtrily bound to continue it inthat King- 
dom.as in this ; for, what think in My judg- 
ment beſt , I may not think ſo abſolutely- 
neceſſarie for all places, and ar all times. 

If anie ſhall impute My yielding to them,as 
My failing and-fin, I can eafily acknowledg 
it; but that is no argument to do fo again, or 
much worſ; I beeing now moreconvinced in 
that point : nor indeed hath My yielding to 
them been ſo happic and ſucceſsfal as to en- 
courage Mee to grant the like to others, _ 

'Did1 ſee anic thing more of Chriſt, as to 
Meeknels, Juſtice, Order, Charitic,and Loy- 
altiein thoſe that pretend to- other modes of 
Government, I might ſuſpet My judgment 
to bee biaſed, or fore-ſtalled with ſom preju- _ 
dice and wontedneſs of opinion ; but I have 
hitherto ſo much cauſ to ſuſpeR the contra- 
rie inthe manners of manieof thoſe men. that 
cannot from them gain the leaſt Pn 

Or 
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for their new_wates of Government. 


| Nor can I finde that in anie Reformed 
Churches (whoſe patterns are ſo cried up and 


obtruded upon the Churches under My Do- 


- minion) either Learning or Religion, works 
of Pietie or Charitie, have ſo flouriſhed be- 
yond what they have don in My Kingdoms 


(by God's bleffing) which might make Mee: 


believ either Presbyterie or Independencic 
have a more. benign influence upon the 
Church and men's hearts and lives, then E- 
piſcopaciein it's right Conſtitution. 

The abuſes of which, deſerv to bee extir- 


pated,as much as the ule retained, for I think 


it far better to hold to Primitive and Unt- 
form Antiquitie, then to complie with divi- 
ded Noveltie, 

A right Epiſcopacte would at once ſatisfic 
all juſt defires and intereſts of good Biſhops, 
humble Presbyters, and ſober People , ſo as 
Church-affairs ſhould bee managed, neither 
with Tyrannie, Paritie, nor Popularitie; nei- 
ther Biſhops <jeed,nor Presbyters deſpiſed, 
nor People opprefled. 

And 1n this integritie, both of My Judg- 


ment and Conſcience, Ihope God will pre- 


ſery Mee. 


_ For Thou, O Lord, knoweſt my uprightneſs and 
tenderneſs, as thou haſt ſet Mee to bee a Deten- 
dor 
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dor of the Faith, and a Protedtor of thy Church ; 
ſo ſuffer Mee not ,by anie violence, to bee over-born 
againſt My Conſcience. 

Ariſe, O Lord, maintain thine own Cauſ, let 
not thy Church bee deformed, as to that Govern- 
ment, which, derived from thy Apoſtles , hath 
been reteined in pureſt and primitive Times, till 
the Revennes of the Church became the objets of 
Secular envie , which ſeek's to rob it of all the en- 
couragements of Learning and Religion. 

Make Mee, as the good Samaritan, compaſiio- 
mate, and helpful to thy afflicted Church , which 
ſom men have wounded and robbed , others paſs by 
nithout regard, either to pittic, or reliev. 

As My power ts from thee, ſo give Mee grace 
to uſe it far thee. 
 Andthough 1 am not ſuffered tobee Maiter of 
My other Rights, 5a K1n Gs , yet preſerv Mee 
inthat libertie of Reaſon, love of Religion,and thy 
Churche's welfare, which are fixed in My Conſci- 
ence, as 4 Chriſtian. 

Preſerv , from Sacrilegious invaſions, thoſe 
temporal bleflings, which thy Providence hath be- 
fowed on thy Church for thy glorie. 

Forgive their ſins and errors, who have deſer- 
ved thy juſt permiſcion, thus to let inthe wilde 
Bear and fubtil Foxes, to waſte and deform thy 
Vineyard,which thy right hand hath planted, and 
the dew of Heaven ſo long watered to a happie and 


flouriſhin 7 eſtate. 
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O Let Mee not bear the infamous brand to all 
Poſteritie, of beeing the firſt Chriſtian King in 
this Kingdom, who ſhould conſent to the oppreſſion 
of thy Church, and the Fathers of it , whoſe errors 
I would rather, with Conſtantine, cover with {;- 
lence,and reform with meckneſs, then expoſe their 
Per ſons,and ſacred Funttions,tovulgar contempt. 

Thos, 0 Lord, ſee ft how much I have ſuffered 
with, and for thy Church , make no long tarryine 
O my Goa, to deliver both Mee, and it, from un- 
reaſonable men , whoſe tounſels have brought 
forth, and continue ſuch violent confuſions, by 4 


precipitant deftroying the antient boundaries of 


ner of errors, ſchiſms, and diſorders. 

O thou God of Order, and of truth, in thy good 
time, abate the malice, aſſwage the rage, and con- 
fonnd all the miſchievous deviſes of thine, mine, 
and thy Churche's enemies: 

That I, and all that love thy Church, may ſing 
praiſes to thee, aud ever magnifie thy ſalvation, 
even before the ſons of men.

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And though I could ſeldom ger opportyu- 
nities to Treat, yetT never wanted cither de- 
fire or diſpoſition to it; having greater confi- 
dence of My Reaſon,then My Sword: I was 
ſo wholly reſolvedto hap to the firſt,that I 
thought neither My ſelf, nor others, ſhould 
need to uſe the ſecond, if once wee rightly 
underſtoodeach other.  _ 

Nor did Ieverthink ita diminution of Mee, 
toprevent them with Expreſſes of My de- 
ſires, and even importunities to Treat: It bee- 
ing an office, not onely of humanitie, rather 
to uſe Reaſon,then Force z bur alſo of Chri- 
ſtianitie, to ſeek peace and enſue it. 
* As I was veric unwillingly compell'd to 
mn uy ſelf with Arms, ſol veric wil- 
ingly imbraced anie thing tending to peace. 

The events of all War the Sward beeing 
verie dubious; and of a Civil War, uncom- 
fortable z the end hardly recompenſing, and 
late repairing the miſchief of the means. 

Nor did anie ſucceſs I had eyerenhance 
with Mee the price of Peace, as earneſtly de- 
fired by Mee as anie man; though I was like 
to paie dearer for it,thenanie man : All that I 
fought to reſerv,was Mine Honor, and My 
Conſcience; the one I could not part with, as 
a K1nG; the other,as a Chriſtian, | 
* The Treatie at Uxbridg gave the faireſt 
hopes of an happic compoſure; had others 
applied 
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applied themſelys to it with the fame mode- 
ration. as I did, I am confident the War had 
then ended. HS ; 

I was willing to condeſcend, as far as Rea- 
ſon, Honor,and Conſcience,would give Mee 
leav; nor were the remaining differences ſo 
eſſential to My People's happineſs; or of ſuch 
conſequence, as in the leaſt kinde to have 
hindered My Subje&'s either ſecuritie, or 
proſpetitie; for they better enjoyed both, 
manie years,before ever thoſe demands were 
made; ſom of which to denie, I think the 
preateſt Juſtice to My ſelf, and favor to My 
Subjects. | 

I ſee, Jealoufies are not ſo cafily allaied, as* 
they are raifed : Som men are mote afraid to 
retreat from violent Engagements, then to 
Engage : what is wanting in equitte, muſt bee 
made up if: pertinacie. Such as had little to 
enjoie in peace, orto loſe in war, ſtudied to 
render the verie Name of Peace odious and 
ſuſpeted, 

In Church-affairs, where I had leaſt liber- 
ticof prudefice, having ſo manie ſtrict Ties of 
Conſcience upon Mee, yet I was willing to 
condeſcend ſo far to the ſettling of chem, as 
might have given fair ſatisfaction ro'all men, 
whom faction, coyetouſneſs, or ſuperſtition 
had not __ more, then anie true zeal, 
charitie,or love of Reformation. 
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I was content to yeeld to all that might 
ſcem to advance true pietie, I onely ſought 
to continue what was neceſſarie in point of 
Order , Maintenance, and Autoritie to the 
Churche's Government, and what I am per- 
ſwaded ( as I have el{where ſer down My 
thoughts more fully) is moſt agreeable to 
the true Principles of all Government, raiſed 
to its full ſtature and perfe&ion, as alſo ro 
the Primitive-Apoſtolical pattern, and the 
practice of the Univerſal Church conformed 
thereto. 

From which wholly to recede, without anic 
probable reaſon urged or anſwered; onely to 
ſatisfie ſom men's wils and phantafies (which 
- agree not among themſelvs inanie point, 

ut that of extirpatingEpiſcopacie, and fight- 
ng againſt Mee)muſt needs argue ſuch a ſoft- 
neſs, and infirmitie of minde tn Mee, as wall 
rather part with God's Truth, then Man's 
Peace, and rather loſe the Churche's honor, 
thencroſs ſom men's Factious humors, _ 

God know's, and time will diſcover, who 
were moſt too blame for the un-ſuccesfulneſs 
of that Treatie, & who muſt bear the guilt of 
after-calamities.I believ,I am vericexcuſable 
both before God, and all unpaſſionate men,

Tr various Succeſſes of this unhappic 

war have, at leaſt, afforded Mec varictic 


of good Meditations: ſometimes God was

Som Remedies are worſ then the Dileal, 
and ſom Comforters more miſerable then 
Miſerie it ſelf, when, like Fod's friends, they 
ſeek not. to fortific one's minde with pati- 
ence, but perſwadea man, by betraying hs 
own Innocencie,to deſpair of God's Mercie; 
_ and,by juſtifying their injuries, to ſtrengthen 
the hands, and harden the hearts of inſolent

- ! TJamſo much afriend to all Church-men, 
that have anic thing in them beat ou 

; ts ©  gSacre 
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Sacred FunRtion, that T have hazarded My 
own Intereſt, chiefly upon Conſcience and 
Conſtancie,to maintain their Rights ; whom 
the more I looked upon as Orphans, and nn- 
der the Sacrilegious eies'of manie cruel and 
rapacious Reformers; ſo ] thought it My Du- 
tie the more to appear as a Father, and a Pa- 


tron for them and the Church. Although I 


am verie unhandſomly requited by ſam of 
them, who may live to repentnoleſs for My 
ſufferings, then their own ungrateful errors, 
and thar injurious contempt and meannels, 
which they have brought upon their Calling 
and Perſons. 301, Wt 
I pittie all of them, T deſpiſenone: onely [ 
thought I might haveileav to makechoif of 
tom for My ſpecial Attendents, who! were 
beſt approoved in My judgment, and mgft 
ſuitable to My affeQion. For, Theld it better 
to ſeem undevout, and:to hear no men's prai- 
ers, then to bee forced,'or' ſeem to complie 
with thoſe Petitions,to which the heartican- 
not conſent,nor the tongue ſaie ,Amen;with- 
out contradicting a man's own underſtan- 
ding, or belying his own foul, = *:. 
In Devotions, I love neither Profane bold- 
neſs,nor Pious non-ſenſ; but ſuch an humble 
and judicious gravitie, asſhewe's the Speaker 
to bee at once conſiderate of God's Majeftie; 
the Churche's Honor, and his own: Vile. 
O A neſs ; 
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neſs, both knowing what things God allow's 
him to ask,and in whar manner it becom's a 
Sinner to ſupplicate the divine Mercie for 
himſelf.and others. - 

Iam equally ſcandalized with all praiers, 
that ſound cither imperiouſly, or rudely, or 
paſſionately ; as either wanting humilitie to 
God, ot charitie to men, or reſpect to the 
dutie. | 

TI'confeſs I am better pleaſed , as with ſtu- 
died-and premeditated Sermons;ſo with ſuch 
publick-Forms of Praier, as are fitted to rhe 
Churche's and everie Chriſtian's dailie and 
common neceſſities, becauſTam by them bet- 
teraffared, what T may join My heart unto, 
then I can bee of anie. man's extemporarie 
ſufficiencie; whichas I do not wholly exclude 
from Publick occaſtons ; ſo I allow ts juſt li- 
bertic and uſe in private & deyourt retirements; 
where neither the folemnitie of the Dutie,nor 
che; modeſt regard; to: others, do :require ſo 
great exadtnels., as to the: outward-manner of 
performance. Though the light of underſtan- 
ding,anid:the fervencie of affeQion, I hold the 
main and moſt neceſlarie requiſires both in 
conſtant and occafiona], ſolitarie and ſacial 
Devotions; Tye IT 
. So that 1 muſt:heeds ſeem to all equal 
mifideswith as much Reaſon to prefer the ſer- 
viceotMy own Chaplains before that of their 


Mint- 
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Miniſters, as I dothe Liturgie before their 
DireQorie. >; | 
Inthe one, I have been alwaies educated and 
exerciſed, in the other, I am notyer Catechi- 
zed,nor acquainted: And.itI were, yet ſhould 
[not by that, as by anie certain Rule and Ca- 
non of devotion, bee able to follow or finde 
out the indire& extravagancies of moſt of 
thoſe men,who highly crie up that as a piece 
of rare compoſure and uſe, which 1s alreadie 
as much deſpiſed and diſuſed by manie of 
them, as the Common-prater ſomtimes was 
by thoſe men; a great part of whoſe pictie 
hung uponthar popular pin of railing againſt, 
and contemning the Government and Lirur- 
gic of this Church.But I had rather bee con-: 
demned to the wo of Ye ſol, then to that of 
Ye vobis, Hypocrite, by ſceming to praje what 
I do not approov- 
It may bee, Iameſteemed by My. Deniers 
ſufficient of My ſelf to diſcharge. My dutie to. 
GoD as aPricſt; though not to Men as 4 
Prince. Str | 
Indeed, I think both Offices, Regal and Sa- 
cerdotal, might well becom the ſame Perſon; 
as antiently they were under one name,8& the 
united rights of Primogeniture: Nor could 
l follow better preſidents,if I were able,then 
thoſe two eminent Kings, David, and.Solo- 
mo ; not more tamous for their Scepicrs and 
| Crowns, 


' 
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Crowns, then one was for devout Pſalms 
_ and Praiers; the other for his divine Parables 
and Preaching : whence the one merited and 
aſſumed the name of a Prophet; the other, of 
a Preacher : Titles indeed of greater honor, 
where tightly placed, then anie of thoſe the 
 Romane Emperors affected from the Nati- 
ons they ſubdued : it beeing infinitely more 
glorious to convert Souls to God's Church 
by the Word, then to conquer mento a ſub- 
jetion by the Sword, | 

Yet ſince the order of God's Wiſdom and 
Providence hath, for the moſt part, alwaies 
diſtinguiſhed the gifts and offices of Kings & 
Prieſts, of Princes and Preachers , both in 
the Jewiſh and Chriſtian Churches ; I am 
 ſorrie to finde My ſelf reduced to theneceſſ- 
tle of beetng both, or enjoying neither. 

For ſuch, as ſeek to deprive Mee of My 
Kinglie Power and Sovercigntie, would no 
leſs enforce Mee to live 1nanie Months with- 
out all Praiers, Sacraments and Sermons, un- 
leſs I becom My own Chaplain. 

As I ow the Clergic the-proteQiion of a 
Chriſtian King , ſo I deſire to enjoie from 
them the benefit of their gifts and praiers ; 
which 1 look upon #s more prevalent then 
My own, or other men's ; by how much they 
flow from mindes more enlightned, and afic- 
ctions leſs diſtracted, then thoſe which arc 

| encomb'red 
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encomb'red with Secular Aﬀeairs : beſides, I 
thinka greater bleſſing and acceptableneſs at- 
rend's thoſe Duties, which are rightly perfor- 
med, as proper to, and within the limits of 
that Calling, to which God and the Church 
have ſpecially deſigned and Conſecrated ſom 
men : And however, as to that Spiritual Go- 
vernment, by which the devout Soul is ſub- 


ject to Chriſt, and through his Merits daily 


offer's it ſelfand it's ſervices to God, everie 


private believer is a King and Prieſt, inveſted 
with the honor of a Royal Prieſt-hood yet, 
as to Eccleſiaſtical Order, and the outward 
Politie of the Church, Irhink Confuſion in 
Rebgion will as certainly follow everie man's 
turning Prieſt, or Preacher, as it will in the 
State, whereeverie one affe&t's to rule as King. 
I was alwates bred to more modeſt, and, I 
think,more pious Principles : the conſciouſ- 
neſs to My ſpiritual defeQts make's Mee more 
prize and deſire thoſe pious afſiſtances, which 
holie and good Miniſters, either Biſhops or 
Presbyters, may afford Mee ; eſpecially in 
theſe extremities, to which God hath been 
pleaſed to ſuffer ſom of My SubjeQs tore- 
duce Mee; foas to leav them nothing more, 
but My life to take from Mee; and to leav 
Mee nothing to deſire, which Ithought might 
leſs provoke their jealoufie and offenſtode- 
nic Mee,then this of having ſom means affor- 
ded 
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ded Mee for My ſoul's comfort and ſupport. 
To which end I made choiſofmen, as no 
waic (that I know) ſcandalous; ſo everie wiie 
eminent for their Learning & Pietie, no leſs 
then for their Loyaltie:nor can I imagine anie 
exceptions to bee made againſt them but one- 
ly this, That they may ſeem too able and too 
wel-affeted toward Mee and My ſervice. 

Butthis is notthe firſt ſervice (as I count it 
the beſt) in which they have forced Mee to 
ſerv My ſelf; though I muſt confeſs I bear 
with more grief and impatience the want of 
My Chaplains, then of anie other My Ser- 
vants;and next (if not beyond in ſom things) 
to the beeing ſequeſtred from My Wife and 
Children; ſince from thele,indeed, more of 
humaneand temporarie afteftions , bur from 
thoſe, more of heavenlie and eternal im- 
proovments may bee ex{peded. 

My comfort is, that in the enforced (not 
neglefted) want of ordmarie means, God is 
wont to afford extraordinarie ſupplies of his 
gifts and graces, 

If his Spirit will teach Mee and help My 
Infirmities in prajer,reading and medwation, 
(as I hope hee will) I ſhall need no other, ci- 
ther Orator.or Inſtructer. 


To Thee therefire, O My God, do T dired 
. My  now-ſolitarie praiers ; what 1 want of 0- 
thers 
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ther's help, ſupplie with the more immediate 
aſiſtances of b Spirit, which alone can both 
enlighten My darkneſs,and quicken My dulneſs.

O Look on Mee thy Servant, in infinite mercie, 
whom thou did'ft once bleſs with the joint and ſo- 
ciated Devotions of others; whoſe fervencie might 
inflame the coldneſs of My Afﬀedtions towards 
thee, when wee went to, or met inthy Houſ, with 
the voice of joie and gladneſs, worſhipping thee 
in the Unitie of ſpirits, and with the bond 
of Peace.
